Why the great majority of peoplo 
to-day are not mure interested in the. 
Bible as literature was the title of sub- 
ject on which ill,- Rev- Dr. Rose, ad- 
dressed the members of the McGill 
Oriental Society last night. 

Many reasons could be given which 
were not to be found, in. the essential 
character of the lite rature llself. Some 
did not find the Bible of any Interest 
simply because they did not read it. 
The lecturer told how on one occasion 
Oscar Wilde went up to Oxfovd to take 
an examination on the Bible. The 
examination was successfully passed, 
but. still Wilde continue to read. In 
spite of numerous hints from the ex- 
aminers that bis departure was desir- 
ed, h« refused lu lay down the Bible. 
At last, exasperated, be retorted, 
"Can't you let me lead? 1 want to 
find out what happened to the fellows 
that were shipwrecked with Paul." ; 
Tills story pretty will indicated flic 
interest which the Bible created when 
people Klmply lake n up and read It. 
Other literature uf a general and much 
less satisfactory character was devour- 
ed to-day while the Bonk remained 
neglected on the shelf. The conven- 
tional answer tu the problem before 
him, the lecturer said, was thut Hie 
heart of man was naturally depraved. 
But, whatever truth there might be 
In this explanation, it was altogether 
inadequate. Kur interest in Hie Bible 
was not always, indeed, frequently 
not In proportion tu the depth of piety 
of Its readers, Inn often In Inverse ra- 
tio. The must interested readers could 
often be found to lie fnr-from possess- 
ing an exalted character. The lectur- 
er thought that the real reason whs 
not to be found aluns any such lines. 
Many religious associations of the 
Church had done much to bring the 
Bible If not Into disrepute, at least In- 
to disfavor, lie did not refer to the

Recruiting For Overseas 

I he question of recruiting is one which is constantly being 
raised both by those who are organizing and by those who are en- 
listing To the country at large and to the Empire the pros and cons 
from the point of view of the organizers o^thc various units are per- 
haps more worthy of discussion than the mere personal question 
which every man must decide for himself, viz., "Shall I enlist or are 
my responsibilities too great to permit my going overseas?" 

In this city more than one Corps is endeavouring to bring home 
to those who should enlist a sense of their responsibiltiy and to re- 
cruit their establishments to war strength. Among these Corps the 
Company now being recruited under the auspices of the McGill 
Battalion has had its ups and downs. Some four weeks ago author- 
ity wis given to recruit at McGill for an Overseas Company. For 
ten days the applications received at the Company Headquarters 
weic not numerous, but by degrees the students and their friends 
began to enter into the spirit of the occasion, and to-day the Com- 
pany's muster-roll numbers 150 men with fifteen others who have 
signified their intention of joining as soon as they have settled their 
affairs. Of these I 50 about 45 ar c from affiliated Colleges at Van- 
couver and elsewhere. 

At the muster parade of the McGill Battalion several months 
ago 1 ,000 men answered their names. The majority of these were 
undergraduates, the balance being composed of graduates and their 
friends with a sprinkling of other University men. There are some 
1 .200 students in attendance at McGill. the Mounted Corps, the 
(A rtillery, the Hospital Unit and the Machine Gun Section of the 
Oveweaa Company have taken their quota of students whose talents 
and inclinations led them to believe that by enlisting in such Corps 
they would best serve their King and Country. 

When due allowance has been, made for such enlistments the 
number comprising the Battalion a n d the Undergraduates at McGill 
is around 1 .000 men. physically a n d mentally fit. and representative 
of what is presumably the best in young Canadian manhood. Oui 
of this number about 100 men are required to complete the strength 
of the McGill Overseas Company. 

They arc required for several reasons: — 

To fulfil McGilPs undertaking t Q furnish a Company of 250 
men for service at the front. 

To enable this Company to re ta j n the name of McGill, which 
cannot in all fairness be done if th e balance of 100 is recruited as 
the present I 50 arc. in large measure, from students of other Col- 
leges and their friends. 

To give the lie to the insinuations of some, and the bald state- 
ments of others that McGill men are well to the fore when flags 
arc waved, hats flung in the air. a n d nicklc-plated sentiments aired, 
but are strangely modest and backward when real service is required. 

To help all Canadians in the moP t practical way available to es- 
cape from the shame which overwhelms, or should overwhelm 
them when they read the ecstatic outpourings of the evening jour- 
nals anent the gallant deeds of ou r "Canadian" regiment-— a regi- 
ment of 97 p.c. British-born. 

To convince the rest of the world that we. arc not content to let 
others do our fighting while ivc heroically toil to produce cheese 
and apples for the Empire. 

All honour to those McGill students who have enlisted in the 
Company: the reputation of McGill is safe in their hands. — Re- 
mainder, wake up and be men. One hundred of that variety arc 
required to complete our own Overseas Company.

r found In its too exclusive use um a 
devotional book and not otherwise. 
Many would regard this hi the best 
nsi> to which to put it- But It was not 
the. only u«e. y„ book could even 
take the place <<1 the Bible In Its va- 
lue in this regard. But ihc attitude 
toward it had blinded people to 'he, 
aspects of It* permanent value »o'hu-| 
RUflity Such a study approved the 
Bible to the heart., but It was not al- 
ways the. most practical; for much 
Scriptural matter was quite unsulted 
to this purpose. Ignorance in this re- 
gard had shut many out from the. real 
benefits of a study of a great, and 
abiding literature. 

The lecturer had a word uf warning 
to give to msnv of the c|e rs y especial- 
ly to tho.«e who affected the Style of 
popular preaching Not a few clergy- 
men were directly responsible for 
much of th» Ignorance rx.Min* about 
the Kcrlpturett. They assume/] often- 
times on rr.e part of the congregation* 
a kniw ledge of tho Blbie, which was 1 
iot alwa: - well-founded. Further,' 



many inlnlBter» wrenched texts out of 
the)r context, using them as material 
for controversy and theological on- 
slaughts on more or less Imaginary 
opponents. The business of the 
preacher was to uëc the K.-ripiure al- 
ways with a oiear conception of tip. 
writer's timet and purpose. Failure 
to do this had helped not a htile lu 
create and deepen false Impressions 
of th.- Hook Polemical preaching 
had nothing whatever to recommend 

Other reasons could he found In the 
way in which the Book was printed 
and distributed. No other literature 
sa.ve this would have survived such 
treatment. 

Dno difficulty the Bible as wo had 
it had to fight against waa the fact 
that it waji not only literature, but 
Oriental literature, and as such had to 
bo studied with a mind free from 
western traditions and prejudices, 
Full weight had rarely beet, given to 
that fact. The Oriental was fond of 
the allegorical, pictorial, myth, par- 
able. He delighted In paradoxes But 
the western mind was of a practical 
character, given to alwtraef. reason- 
ing, and philosophical speculation. We 
would never learn to understand the 
Bible, until we came to Jook at It from 
the eastern point of view. .lesus 
Christ was himself a poet. Much ef 
what be *a.id was of the nature of 
poetry, and always he was Oriental j n 
thought and Imagery and speech. The 
Intelligence of the western world 
needed sadly to be awakened to the 
full significance of this truth
